Amendment  Added 
To  The  Honor  Code 

On  September  21,  an  amend- 
ment was  added  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Honor  Council  by  an 
almost  unanimous  vote  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  amendment, 
deemed  necessary  on  the  basis  of 
the  student  body's  reluctance  to 
report  offenders  of  the  Honor 
Code,  was  initiated  and  approved 
by  the  senior  class  before  being 
proffered  to  the  entire  student 
body.  The  amendment,  entirely 
an  undertaking  of  the  students 
themselves,  reads  as  follows: 

"The  reporting  of  offenders  to 
the  Honor  Council:  If  any  student 
shall  have  knowledge  of  another 
student  breaking  the  Honor  Code, 
he  shall  immediately  report  the 
offender  to  the  Honor  Council.  If 
such  action  is  not  taken,  the  stu- 
dent failing  to  report  the  offense 
shall  himself  be  guilty  of  breaking 
the  Honor  Code  and  shall  thereby 
be  liable  for  any  punishment 
deemed  suitable  by  the  Honor 
Council.  It  is  hereby  understood 
that  when  a student  shall  sign 
the  pledge  according  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Honor  Code  or  his 
teacher's  wishes,  he  shall  be 
pledging  not  only  that  he  has 
neither  given  nor  received  help  on 
the  pledged  work,  but  that  if  the 
giving  or  receiving  of  help  by 
other  students  has  been  noticed 
by  him,  he  shall  immediately  re- 
port such  action  to  the  Honor 
Council." 

We  here  at  MBA  feel  that  this 
amendment  is  the  difference  be- 
tween a functioning  and  a non- 
functioning honor  system,  and  sin- 
cerely hope  that  the  entire  student 
body  will  cooperate  in  every  way 
possible  with  the  Honor  Council.

Their  replies  are: 

BUI  Brown— 1952.  “Football 
taught  me  the  importance  of  true 
teamwork.  There  is  no  room  for 
anyone  in  football  or  in  later  life 
who  thinks  that  he  can  accomplish 
anything  really  great  without  the 
help  of  others.  Also  to  win  in 
football  or  in  later  life,  one  must 
put  out  his  best  effort  at  all  times. 
Those  who  do  things  only  half- 
way are  lost  in  the  shuffle." 
Tommy  Cate — 1952.  “Playing  foot- 
ball gave  me  in  return  for  my 
energy  a sense  of  both  community 
and  competitive  spirit,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  bodily  strength 
gained  from  any  such  competitive 
sport.  This  is  a high  return,  in- 
deed, considering  the  things  of 
questionable  value  that  my  energy 
and  time  could  have  been  ex- 
pended upon.” 

Bill  Davidson— 1938.  “To  me  the 

most  lasting  value  of  football  is 
the  sense  of  teamwork  and  co- 
operation gained  by  those  who 
participate  in  the  game." 

At  Whitson— 1945.  “Football  of- 
fers numerous  intangible  benefits. 
Like  any  competitive  sport,  foot- 
ball benefits  the  boy  who  plays  it 
not  only  because  of  the  enjoyment 
derived  from  participation  in  it, 
but  also  because  of  the  construc- 
tive qualities  of  character  it  in- 
stills within  each  player.” 

Charlie  Brooks — 1953.  “Football 
at  MBA  was  the  greatest  experi- 
ence of  my  high  school  career. 
Probably  the  most  important  les- 
son I learned  from  playing  football 
was  how  to  take  the  hardships  of 
life;  for  in  life  as  in  football,  there 
is  no  easy  way  to  get  on  top."

Caribbean  Sea  for  Me!

The  West  Indies!  Lands  of  the 
old  and  the  new!  Everyone  at 
MBA  would  certainly  enjoy  a trip 
to  this  interesting  land.  I was 
fortunate  enough  to  take  a trip 
recently  through  the  Caribbean 
with  my  family,  and  we  visited 
many  exotic  places.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  cities  was  Ciudad 
Trujillo  in  the  Dominican  Repub- 
lic. According  to  legend,  Chris- 
topher Columbus  is  buried  here 
in  the  Basilica  of  St  Mary  the 
Minor  in  a very  elaborate  tomb. 
In  Ciudad  Trujillo  we  also  saw 
the  oldest  medical  university  of 
its  kind  in  South  America. 

In  Venezuela,  the  next  point  of 
interest  we  visited,  slum  areas 
were  predominant,  although  sev- 
eral 14  story  apartment  houses 
were  being  built  to  help  overcome 
the  problem.  The  number  of  indi- 
gent people  is  very  large  through- 
out South  America,  although  each 
country  is  striving  to  rehabilitate 
these  people. 

The  birthplace  of  Simon  Boli- 
var, the  “George  Washington  of 
South  America,”  is  in  Caracas. 
After  seeing  that,  we  went  inland 
to  Puerto  Cabello,  stopping  by  a 
coconut  plantation.  We  saw  many 
trees  we  had  often  read  about,  in- 
cluding papayas,  breadfruit,  avo- 
cado, banana,  and  cocoa.  We  were 
warmly  greeted  at  the  plantation 
by  several  five  year-olds,  who 
spoke  enough  English  to  acquire 
some  money  and  cigarettes  from 
us.  The  three-year-olds  lived  in 
their  birthday  suits,  and  nobody 
paid  any  attention  to  them. 

It  seems  that  you  do  not  have 


to  understand  another's  language 
to  get  along  with  him.  I played 
ping-pong  with  a Venezuelan 
shore  patrolman  who  couldn't 
speak  a word  of  English,  and  even 
though  I couldn’t  speak  any  Span- 
ish, we  seemed  to  have  a mutual 
understanding  of  each  other. 

Next  we  arrived  at  Trinidad, 
where  our  ship  loaded  bauxite  for 
the  production  of  aluminum.  They 
were  in  the  midst  of  their  rainy 
season,  when  it  rains  daily  for  six 
months.  We  saw  more  tropical 
trees  here,  including  orange, 
grapefruit,  cocoa,  banana,  coffee, 
nutmeg,  lemon,  bamboo,  and  man- 
goe. 

The  natives  in  Trinidad  amused 
themselves  by  cutting  the  tops  off 
steel  oil  drums  and  made  drums 
out  of  them.  By  heating  and  punc- 
turing these  drums,  they  could 
produce  musical  tones  of  any 
pitch.  The  music  created  by  the 
drum  was  amazingly  similar  to 
that  of  a harp. 

We  also  saw  a limbo  contest,  an 
event  that  is  the  exact  opposite  of 
our  high  jump.  The  contestants 
bend  over  backwards  and  spread 
their  feet  as  far  apart  as  possible. 
They  then  crawl  under  a bar  with 
only  their  feet  touching  the  ground 
and  using  their  hands  to  balance 
themselves.  Two  of  them  actually 
went  under  the  bar  at  16  inches. 

In  Jamaica  there  were  numerous 
peddlers  on  the  street  selling  their 
wares.  Their  prices  ranged  from 
$.75  to  $1.50.  They  sold  many 
varied  articles,  among  them  Ca- 
lypso shakers,  bamboo  vases, 
carvings  made  from  cow  horn,  and 
many  straw  materials.

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What  Is  A Football  Player  . . . ? 

Between  the  innocence  of  boyhood  and  the  dignity 
of  man,  we  find  a sturdy  creature  called  the  football 
player.  Football  players  come  in  assorted  weights, 
heights,  jersey  colors  and  numbers,  but  all  have  the  same 
creed:  to  play  every  second  of  every  game  to  the  best 
of  their  ability. 

Football  players  are  found  everywhere — under- 
neath, on  top  of,  running  around,  jumping  over,  pass- 
ing by,  twisting  from,  or  diving  through  the  enemy. 
Teammates  rub  them,  officials  penalize  them,  stu- 
dents cheer  them,  kid  brothers  idolize  them,  coaches 
criticize  them,  pretty  girls  adore  them,  alumni  tol- 
erate them,  and  mothers  worry  about  them.  A foot- 
ball player  is  Courage  in  cleats,  Hope  in  a helmet, 
Pride  in  pads,  and  the  best  of  Young  Manhood  in 
moleskins. 

When  your  team  is  behind,  a football  player  is  in- 
competent, careless,  indecisive,  lazy,  unco-ordinated  and 
stupid.  Just  when  your  team  threatens  to  turn  the  tide 
of  battle,  he  misses  a block,  fumbles  the  ball,  drops  a 
pass,  jumps  offside,  falls  down,  runs  the  wrong  way  or 
completely  forgets  his  assignment. 

A football  player  is  a composite — he  eats  like  Notre 
Dame,  sleeps  like  Notre  Dame,  but  more  often  than  not 
plays  like  Grand  Canyon  grade  school.  To  an  opponent 
publicity  man,  he  has  the  speed  of  a gazelle,  the  strength 
of  an  ox,  the  size  of  an  elephant,  the  cunning  of  a fox, 
the  agility  of  an  adagio  dancer,  the  quickness  of  a cat 
and  the  ability  of  Red  Grange,  Glen  Davis,  Bronko  Na- 
gurski  and  Jim  Thorpe — combined. 

To  his  own  coach  he  has,  for  press  purposes,  the 
stability  of  mush,  the  fleetness  of  a snail,  the  men- 
tality of  a mule,  is  held  together  by  adhesive  tape, 
bailing  wire,  sponge  rubber,  and  has  about  as  much 
chance  of  playing  on  Friday  as  would  his  own  grand- 
father. 

To  an  alumnus,  a football  player  is  someone  who 
will  never  kick  as  well,  run  as  far,  block  as  viciously, 
tackle  as  hard,  fight  as  fiercely,  give  as  little  ground, 
score  as  many  points  or  generate  nearly  as  much  spirit 
as  did  the  particular  players  of  his  own  yesteryear. 

A football  player  is  a wonderful  creature — you  can’t 
discourage  him.  You  can  defeat  his  team  but  never  his 
spirit. 

Might  as  well  admit — be  you  alumnus,  coach 
or  fan — he  is  your  personal  representative  on  the 
field,  your  symbol  of  fair  and  hard  play.  He  may 
not  be  an  All-American  but  he  is  an  example  of  the 
American  Way.  He  is  judged,  not  for  his  race,  re- 
ligion, social  standing  or  finances,  but  by  the  demo- 
cratic yardsticks  of  how  well  he  blocks,  tackles  and 
sacrifices  individual  glory  for  the  overall  success  of 
his  team. 

He  is  a hard-working,  untiring,  determined  kid  doing 
the  very  best  he  can  for  his  school.  And  when  you  come 
out  of  the  stadium,  grousing  and  feeling  upset  that  your 
team  has  lost,  he  can  make  you  feel  almighty  ashamed 
with  just  two  sincerely  spoken  words — “We  tried!”

MBA  Opens  by  Ripping  East,  37-0 

MBA’s  powerful  Big  Red  opened  the  defense  of  its  state 
championship  by  ripping  East,  37-0.  The  feature  of  the  game 
was  a potent  Maroon  defense  that  gang-tackled  viciously  and 
set  up  four  of  the  MBA  touchdowns.  The  defense  was  led  by 
Ronnie  Grubbs,  who,  along  with  blocking  two  punts  and  in- 
tercepting a pass,  repeatedly  broke  through  to  harass  Eagle 
ball  carriers.  The  offense  was  led  by  elusive  senior  halfback 
Billy  Hunter,  who  gained  70  yards  in  12  carries,  and  by  his 
running  mate  Ed  Creagh,  who  picked  up  60  yards  in  6 tries. 
Hunter  kicked  a 15-yard  field  goal  in  the  last  period,  a rarity 
for  high  school  games.  Grubbs  and  end  Tom  Husband,  also 
a defensive  standout,  made  the  weekly  all-city  team. 


Hunter  Leads  Maroons  Over  Goodlettsville,  37-0 

MBA’s  speedy  Maroons,  outweighed  by  16  pounds  per  man 
in  the  line,  overwhelmed  Goodlettsville’s  mammoth  Trojans, 
37-0,  at  Lyell  Field.  The  Big  Red  was  in  complete  charge  of 
the  game  throughout,  as  the  Maroon  linemen  opened  huge 
holes  in  Goodlettsville’s  massive,  200-pound  forewall,  and  the 
backs  poured  through  for  long  gains  behind  crisp  downfield 
blocking.  The  Maroon  offense  was  led  by  halfback  Billy 
Hunter,  who  gave  easily  the  best  athletic  performance  of  his 
four  years  at  MBA.  The  mercury-heeled  Hunter  gave  a bril- 
liant demonstration  of  broken-field  running,  scoring  on  a pair 
of  short  plunges,  one  of  these  set  up  by  a 36-yard  rim,  and 
scoring  on  an  83-yard  punt  return.  He  also  caught  a 43-yard 
pass  and  kicked  an  extra  point,  giving  him  a total  of  19  points 
for  the  night.  Also  scoring  were  David  Duke,  who  took  a 
30-yard  pass  from  Tommy  Murphree;  Buddy  Foxall,  who 
scored  on  a 10-yard  blast  in  the  last  quarter,  and  Emmett 
Dozier  who  took  a handoff  from  Tony  Brush  on  a punt  return, 
cut  to  the  sidelines,  and  raced  53  yards  into  the  end  zone. 
Johnny  Murphree,  Ronnie  Grubbs,  Buddy  Skinner,  and  Don 
Brothers  were  defensive  standouts,  while  Hunter  was  named 
“Player  of  the  Week.” 


Big  Red  Overwhelms  Clarksville,  27-0 

MBA  roared  to  its  twenty-second  straight  victory  by 
romping  over  Clarksville,  27-0.  Perennial  nemesis  Clarksville 
was  the  last  team  to  defeat  MBA,  stopping  the  Big  Red  25-15 
in  1954.  However,  the  Maroons  gave  a capable  Wildcat  eleven 
no  chance  to  pull  another  upset  as  the  Big  Red  dominated 
play  from  the  very  outset.  MBA’s  slashing  defense  highlighted 
the  game,  holding  Clarksville  to  54  net  yards  gained,  while 
the  offense  rolled  up  326  yards  on  the  ground  and  in  the  air. 
Scoring  for  the  Big  Red  were  Ed  Creagh  on  an  11-yard  dash 
in  the  first  quarter  that  was  set  up  by  Don  Brother’s  pass  in- 
terception; David  Duke  on  a perfect  22-yard  toss  from  Tommy 
Murphree;  Tom  Husband,  on  a fine  bulling  run  after  taking  a 
short  pass  from  Murphree,  and  then  Murphree  himself  inched 
over  from  the  one  for  the  final  marker.  The  Maroon  offense 
was  led  by  shifty  Ed  Creagh,  who  ran  brilliantly  all  night,  pick- 
ing up  115  in  13  carries.  Promising  sophomore  transfer  Billy 
Crawford  and  end  David  Duke  were  also  standouts  on  offense, 
along  with  guard  Wade  Elam.  Tom  Husband,  Don  Brothers, 
and  Buddy  Skinner  were  defensive  standouts,  along  with  alter- 
nate captain  Johnny  Murphree  and  ace  linebacker  Ronnie 
Grubbs.
